All over Canada clergymen of nearly 
all denominations are today putting the 
finishing touches on sermons designed 
to teach a proper respect and rever- 
ence for mothers, while florists are en- 
joying an unprecedented demand for 
earnations, which have been chosen as 
symbolic of the aims of the Mothers’ 
Day International association. This 
organizations, formed to popularize the 
observance of the second Sunday of 
May as Mothers’ Day, was inspired by 
a Philadelphia woman, Miss Anna Jar- 
vis, Her grief at the death of her 
mother led her to a fuller realization 
of the sanctity of motherhood and gave 
her the idea of a general celebration 
of a day dedicated to the memory “of 
the best mother that ever lived—your 
own.” 

Miss Jarvis began her campaign by 
writing anonymously to editors, clergy- 
men, leaders of fraternal organizations 
and public men, and the idea so appeal- 
ed to thé deeper sentiments of man- 
kind that {t soon won general adoption 
throughout the continent, In 1910 
Mothers’ Day was celebrated in a num- 
ber of cities in the United States, and 
last year there was hardly a city, town 
or village in the United States and 
Canada that did not have some ob- 
servance of the day. Since Miss Jar-

has been made to inaugurate a fathers’ 
day, but it has fallen rather flat, and 
has served no purpose beyond afford- 
ing a theme for jests by hard-working

This year the Washington govern- 
ment, as well as the officials of anost 
states and provinces, has given assist-

The association has 
sent out appeals to all clergymen, Cath- 
olic, Protestant and Hebrew, to preach 
sermons on the welfare of the home. 
Jewish pastors in many cities have 
announced that they will observe 
Mothers’ Day today. It is pointed out 
that Mothers’ Day should be a univer- 
sal holiday, since it appeals to a senti- 
ment cherished alike by Catholic and 
Protestant, Hebrew, Moslem, Buddhist, 
agnostic, political reactionary and 
revolutionary, and people of all classes, 
conditions, creeds and countries. 

The American Mothers’ Day is but 
a revival of an English holiday which | 
wad celebrated for centuries on Mid- 
Lent Sunday and which was called 
Mothering Sunday.

The vicinity of Catania, the scene 
of last night Earthquake probably 


has suffered more than any other sec- 
tion in the world from volcanic erup- 
tions and carthquakes. Catania it- 
self built on a bed of lava at the foot 
of Etna and*most of its streets are 
paved with lava 

Catania has a population of 140,000 
and is the largest city in Sicily, It 
lies to the south of Messina on the 
east Coast. Ever since its foundation 
in I, CC, 729 it has been yisited fre- 
quently by carthquakes. 121 A.D, it 
Was partly destroyed by an eruption 
Mount Etna in 1169 it suffered 
severely from an earthquake. In 1669 
during an eruption of Etna a great 


j Stream of lava flowed toward Catania 


but In the nick of time its course was 
diverted and the town saved, In 16938 
when the whole of the island of Sicily 
was affected by an eurthquake Catania 
destroyed, 

Prefect Minervinl!, of Catania, and all 
officials under his superintendency 
were called together before daybreak 
and received orders to do their utmost 
to ald the afflicted inhabitants, The 
soldiers in the district are aiding in 
the endeavor to rescue those still alive 
beneath rulns and to extricate the dead 
from the debris 

All available nurses were mobilized 
today and are assisting in gathering the 
homeless and the children who have 
lost their parents. Temporary shelter 
is being provided here for the refugees. 

Along the principle highways in the 
stricken district the scene of desola- 
tion was heartbreaking. Groups of re- 
fugees frequently were encountered, 
Many of these were burdened with im- 
poverished litters made of branches of 
trees and bushes on which they wers 
carrying injured and dying relatives 
to the temporary surgical stations, In 
the nelghborhood of Sana Vernina the 
number of injured was very great, 

The authorities have commandered 
all available automobiles to assist in 
the work of rescue. 

For several days past earthquake 
shocks had been felt at frequent inter 
vals accompanied by eruptions of 
Mount Etna No particular attention 
had been paid to the occurrence as the 
Inhabitants of the district are accus- 
tomed to these agitations and the 
shocks were not exceptionally violent 

The first severe shock was felt at 
7 o'clock last evening but the fact thta 
this had caused serious destruction was 
not known in Catania for some time 
as railroad and telegraphic communi- 
cation was interrupted. The extent of 
the castrophe was not relaized until 
this morning when terror-stricken 
groups of refugees Came into the town, 

The center disturbance was at the 
Village of Linera. Here the proportion 
of dead and injured was very heavy. 
The victims mostly were women nad 
ehildren. The property loss at Linera 
also was extremely heavy. 

The work of rescue was rendered 
difficult by the great accumulation of 
debris, 5 

In the earthquake and tidal wate 
at Messina and Calabria on December 
£8, 1908, official figures gave the num- 
ber of deaths as 77,283, but it was un- 
officially estimated that from 150,000 
to 200,000 people lost their lives, The 
damage to public and private property 
amounted to about a billion dollars, 
The United States took a prominent 
part in the relief work and with funds 
placed at their disposal by the Ameri- 
can public sailors from the United 
States fleet erected large numbers of 
houses, 

Cambridge, Mass., May 9.—Scien- 
tists at Harvard university said today 
that the Sicilian earthquake was of 
volcanic origin, as mo record of any 
disturbance during the past 24 hours 
was shown by the university seismo- 
graph, Shocks of a volcanic nature, 
it was explained, seldom extend far 
beyond the locality in which they 
criginate, 

Rome, May 9.—In complete reports 
from Catania this morning Indicated 
that the number of dead in the earth- 
quake district is about 100. The total 
injured will reach several times 
that number. 

Upon receipt of the first news of the 
catastrophe the minister of war and 
the minister of marine sent orders to 
the commanders of the military and 
naval forces in the district to give 
all possible assistance .

OXFORD UNIVERSITY 
TO OPEN A STORE 


London, May 9.—Democracy 1s evl- 
dently eating its way into the most ex- 
clusive British circles, and the newest 
departure here is the establishment of 
a co-operative store by the University 
of Oxford. It is to be opened In a week 
or two and Lord Shaftesbury and Sir 
Herace Plunkett, a great authority on 
co-operation, are members of the hon- 
orary management council. The con- 
trol of the stores will be in the hands 
of five senior and twenty Junior mem- 
bers of the university, so that the 
principal burden of executive work will 
rest with the under-graduates them- 
selves; from whom the idea sprang. 

The stores will begin by stacking 
groceries, tobacco and similar commo- 
dities. The ambition of those respon- 
sible for the echeme is, first of all, to 
teach the men principles of co-oper- 
ation by practical experience of its 
advantages, Principal “among these 
will be less extensive goods and distri- 
bution of profits among those who sup- 
port the stores. 

It is hoped also that the stores will 
deal a blow to the credit system in 
vogue at the universities, which Is a 
direct temptation to members to “run 
up” heavy bills out of all proportion 
to thelr allowances.

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THE DIFFERENCE WITH 
TWO GOVERNMENTS 

The Journal wants to know how those who supported the Sifton 
government in its policy of guarantees-upon branch line bonds can 
consistently oppose the Borden government in giving a $45,000,000 
guarantee for the completion of the main line of the C, N. R. 

The question is altogether too easy. 5; 

The dominion government owns every acre of land, every stick 
of timber and every ounce of mineral in the public domain of the 
prairie provinces. The resources which the government owns are 
made valuable by the construction of railways to make these re- 
sources accessible, and properly, the increment added to the resources 
by the construction of railways is the fund which should have been 
drawn upon for the construction of all railways, transcontinental and 
branch. 

But this the dominion government failed to do. And having 
failed to do so, and the country requiring ‘railways, the necessity for 
providing the railways devolved upon the province. The provincial 
covernment, with no other method open to it, guaranteed the bonds. 
In extending these guarantees the provincial government undoubtedly 
realized that it was lending the use of the province’s endorsation for 
the construction of roads which would add untold millions to the 
value of the timber reserves and the coal areas of the outlying sections 
of the province and that the dominion would get the millions. But 
it was powerless to in any way alter this condition, 

The position of the Borden government is entirely different. 
With the ever-increasing increment in timber and coal lands*from 
which to draw, the Borden government could take over {he Canadian 
Northern project, lock, stock and barrel, without costing the Dominion 
of Canada a cent. Borden, on the contrary, prefers to hand over to 
the railway knights the surplus which is piled up very largely from 
the sale of these resources and permit them to keep the railway as 
well. As though the cash were not coming in fact enough from the 
sale of the resources, the Borden government now proceeds, by 
extending its guarantee, to give a blanket mortgage upon the whole 
{hirg for the purpose of being sure that the railway which is being 
built with public land, money and credit, shall certainly stay in private 
hit a. 

The reason Borden does not come out for government owner- 
ship of railways, which is the proper solution of the question, is 
because the situation at Ottawa is that of railway ownership of gov- 
ernment, which makes the solution impossible.

country. 

They do not entertain these feelings now, but until the reward 
of their industry was tangible they were in the position that many a 
settler is, the position of feeling “what's the use?’’ Today the Hills 
of Lloydminster, father and sons, are the best advertisement the 
country has, but how near Alberta came to not having them! Just 
a little turn the other way, an opening avenue fo escape from the 
homestead at the psychological moment and the advertisement would 
not have existed nor would Alberta today be recognized as the greatest 
oat country in the world, 

The “back to the land’ movement has every title to conimen- 
dation, but the getting of settlers onto the land is by no means as 
improtant as keeping them on the land. The immigration policy 
which presents the settler with a bare 160 acres, offers him the 
benetit of no kindly advice gathered from the experience of others, 
and furnishes no opportunity through cheap loans or otherwise by 
which he may stock the farm even meagrely, ls only half complete. 
There are plenty who would be overjoyed of the opportunity to get 
onto the land, but Gladstone’s three acres and a cow was a much 
wiser gift to the man who had nothing to start with than 160 acres 
without any cow or anything else, and little knowledge of what to do 
with the land even if he had.

THE GRAND PRIZE 
FOR BLACKGUARDISM 

The grand prize for blackguardism is surely earned by the 
Bulletin when it seeks, editorially, to convey the impression that Mayor 
MacNamara’s motive in holding up the paving programme may be 
based on an intention on his part to shake the paving companies 
down. 

The Bulletin has had Mayor MacNamara’s reasons for not going 
on with the work, and having taken a very lively part in helping to 
defeat the working capital bylaw it should be willing to accept its 
own share of the responsibility for the fact that the work is stopped 
while the streets are lined with unemployed.

it to be, the attempt of the Bulletin to sieze upon the same as a peg 
on which to hang a calumny against the mayor is a character of 
sneaking libel of which no other newspaper than'the Bulletin could 
Le capable. 


IS CANADA PREPARED. FOR 
A ROYAL FAMILY OF ITS OWN? 

With no attempt to minimize the many endearnig qualities with 
which he is attributed in the dispatches, there will be a grave doubt 
in the minds of many Canadians as to the wisdom fo the appoint- 
ment of Prince Alexander of Teck to the governor-generalship of 
Canada. 

The doubt will arise out of the fact that the new appoiniee is a 
prince, the sister of a queen, and what this may lead to. 

The appointment of the Prince of Teck, following that of the 
Duke of Connaught, brings Canada one step nearer to having a 
royal family of its own. The consistent, subsequent step is the ap- 
pointment of a son of a king, with which the precedent, in its com- 
pleteness, would be established. 

This brings it to a question of whether or not Canadians are 
prepared to accept the establishment of a royal family. Aside from 
very small circles in Montreal, Toronto and Ottawa, it is altogether 
improbable that any appreciable percentage of Canadians could be 
found who would be willing to accept the chances of superimposing 
a rovalist strata upon Canadian society.

stand should be taken by Canadian public men as to just how far this 
dominion is prepared to go. Unless the matter is set out clearly now, 


the present situation may be some day discovered to have contained 
great danger for the future.

him, he must enter into the joys’ and 
sorrows of the boys in his patrol, visit 
% them when sick, encourage them in 
5 &ames, help them in badge work, and 
endeavor to lead them in all branches 
= of scoutcraft. 

The subjects dealt with were 
numerous indeed, but It was surprising 
| with what earnestness all joined in the 
discussion, whether it was the rather 
humorous question of what should be 
done when a cow in the next fleld in- 
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sists on singing the whole night and 
you have a boy who snores, or whether 
it was the more serious question of} 
patrol] prayers. The last question was 
opened up by a remark on the paper, 
“When at. camp the patrol leader 
should lead his patrol tn prayer.” This 
brought forth much discussion, diffl- 
culty being found in camps of mixed 
denominations. There were many 
opinions expressed, but they found a 
settlement in one leader’s remark: 

“When I say my prayers I always 
want to ask forgiveness for my own 
failures, strength for my own weak- 
nesses and help in my own difficulties, 
and IT fancy all the boys in my tent 
must want to do the same, and how 
am I to know all thelr little wants and 
difficulties? 1, therefore; prefer to have 
& compulsory five minutes’ silence for | 
prayers, and whether a boy says his+ 
prayers or not he has to keep quiet.” | 
This was decided by the meeting to be 
the best course to adopt, 

A few of the younger leaders then 
asked for advice on some camp prob- 
lems, which were answered by some of 
the more experienced leaders, The 
afternoon session then closed, Tea 
was served at 6 p.m, all joining in 
heartily at a well-laid feast. 

At the evening session an 
paper on “Badges was read, which 
proved very popular, The speaker 
directed his remarks more especially to 
the king's scout badge, 

The qualifications for the Silver 
Wolf were all discussed. Several ex- 
amples of what might be considered as 
“exceptional valuable work on behalf 
of the Movement” (the phrase that has 
caused so much trouble) wera given. 

After the evening session a general 
meeting was held for about halt-an- 
hour, when any question might be 
brought forward and discussed. It 
was suggested that a monthly circular 
should be published, giving dates of 
coming. meetings and parades, reports 
of various troops and general notes, and 
that each troop in Bristol should select 
a patrol leader to act as correspondent, 
and the circular should be sent to him 
to read to the rest of the troop, ‘This 
met with general approval. According- 
ly, one of the patrol leaders was elected 
editor and the boys are now eagerly 
looking for the first issue of thls new 
Nterary effort. 

A concert ended this happy confer- 
ence, One felt proud that the move- 
ment is producing lads who can meet 
together, listen, discuss, debate with all 
the earnestness of purpose of a State 
conference, and there {s no doubt the 
boys went back to their troops with an 
increased feeling of responsibility, new 
zeal, and a greater determination to 
Carry, out the scout law to the full than 
they had before. If there are any as- 
sociations who have not already tried 
the Interesting experiment of a patrol 
leaders’ conference, they should do so 
at the earllest opportunity,
